mittee voting, a majority being present, and the chairman of 


the Committee shall have the power to issue, upon request of the 
chairman of the subcommittee, subpenas in the conduct of the sub- 
committee's investigations and activities. Subpenas issued by the 


subcommittee shall be signed by the chairman of the subcommittee 


‘and may be served by any person designated by the chairman of the 


subcommittee; and subpenas issued by the chairman of the Committee 
shall be signed by him and may be served by any person designated 


by hin. 
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(c) In addition to staff members authorized for the 
subcommittee under Rule 9 of the Committee, the chairman 
of the subcommittee is authorized to employ such investiga- 
tors, attorneys, consultants, or organizations thereof, 
researchers and clerical, stenographic, and other staff 
if aketebenca, and to expend such sums for travel of members 
and staff of the subcommittee, as may be necessary to carry

out this resolution, except that sums expended to carry out 
this resolution may not exceed thé amount made available to. 
the Committee for the purpose of conducting an investigation 


and study of the matters described in subsection (a) plus 


such additional amounts as the Committee may make available 


for such purpose. 


(d): The subcommittee shall establish such procedures, 
consistent with the Rules of the Committee (including any 
procedures established under Rule 15 of the Committee with 
respect to access to classified information) and of the House 
of Representatives, as may be necessary to prevent the un-
